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NEBRASKA ONE-HOUSE 


LEGISLATURE ON TRIAL} 


43 Members to Meet at Lincoln 
Jan. 5—George Norris 
to Help Guide It. 


By the Associated Press. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Dec. 28. — Ne- 
braska’s one-house Legislature will 
open Jan. 5 under the personal 
guidance of Dr. John P. Senning 
and United States Senator George 


W. Norris. 

Forty-three members will meet in 
the $10,000,000 State capitol’s 100- 
seat House chamber and use its 
33-seat Senate hall as a commit- 
tee room. Some of them want to 
be known as Senators, others Rep- 
resentatives, still others merely 
legislators. 

One Nebraska newspaper thinks 
that by May the State will want to 
call them home. But Dr. Senning, 
State university professor, declares 
the 43 are “the cream of the crop 
—the higher type.” 

Of the 43 members of the new 
chamber, 21 are Republicans and 
22 Democrats. They were elected 
on a non-partisan basis in districts 
of about 32,000 population set up by 
the old Legislature pursuant to the 
constitutional amendment creating 
the new body. Nebraska has a total 
population of about 1,400,000. 

(Missouri, with a population of 
$.700,000 and 184 legislators—34 Sen- 
ators and 150 Representatives—has 
a representation of one:for 20,000.) 

Georgia, Vermont and Pennsyl- 
vania had Legislatures a century 
ago that were one-house except for 
boards of censors empowered to 
sit with them and pass on their 
actions. Those experiments were 
abandoned. 

Nebraska first considered the 
idea in 1913, but shoved it aside by 
a tie vote in the 1919-20 constitu- 
tional convention. 

Senator Norris revived the idea 
three years ago, and in 1934 all but 
73 of 2029 precincts voted for the 
necessary constitutional amend- 
ment. 

Dr. Senning recommended there 
be 43 members, after the amend- 
ment provided for between 30 and 
50. The former 100 Representatives 
voted for 50, the former 33 Senators 
favored 30. Dr. Senning drew maps 
districting the State for every per- 
missible number, then showed 
House-Senate conferees there would 
be the least “spread” between the 
city-sprinkled eastern third of the 
State and the lightly populated 
western two-thirds if 43 were 
chosen. 

Proponents of the plan contend it 
will fix responsibility more directly 
on individuals, cut salary and. in- 
cidental cost, simplify procedure 
and abolish conference committees, 
attract better men. 

Of the 43 members elected after 
the field of 283 aspirants had been 
cut to 86 in a primary, 32 have had 


previous state legislative experience.

Too Bad, Freisinger. 


Freisinger lost a chance for an 
undisputed Southwestern cham- 
pionship when he fell with only 
two laps to go in the two-mile 
event, last of the three title races. 
He was in second place at the 
time of his fall. If he could have 
finished second or third, the points 
he would have gained would have 
given him the title. 

Hurd finished second in the 
event behind Marvin Swanson, Min- 
neapolis, national outdoor cham- 
pion, who took the lead with five 
laps to go and had a 10-yard mar- 
gin at the finish. Bob Petersen, 
Milwaukee, took ‘‘iird place. 


Ottsen finished on his feet’ in 
only one final event, falling in 
three of the four races in which 
he competed. He was leading or 
challenging for the lead each time 
he fell. 

While the men fought fiercely 
for their honors, two of the women 
put on an even more bitter strug- 
gle for the Southwestern champion- 
ship.

“However patronized, flattered 
and encouraged by your friends, 
learn to keep at a respectful dis- 
tance and learn also to feel that 
it is absolutely essential toward 
arriving at eminence to beware 
of all inebriety. Remember that 
the stamina, once undermined, is 
rarely ever restored; and if 
patched up for a time, will never 
again arrive at its pristine purity 
and vigor of tone.” 

Watch your step and the other 
fellow’s right—that’s the founda- 
tion of pugilistic success.

Giants’ Great Spurt. 

In the National League the New 
York Giants won the champion- 
ship after a gruelling struggle. They 
gained their title by winning 26 out 
of 28 games starting July, 27. They 
maintained their lead in September 
despite courageous and threatening 
drives by the St. Louis Cardinals 
and Chicago Cubs, who finished 
tied for second, 

In the American League, on the 
other hand, the New York Yankees 
held the upper hand all season. 
Their pennant winning was a fore- 
gone conclusion almost from the 
season’s start. It was the fight for 
second place that claimed chief in- 
terest after July 4, a dandy fight, 
too, with five clubs in the run- 
ning until after Labor day. 
The Yanks smashed a stack of 
baseball records before the season 
finished, and in two of the world 
series games, in which the Yanks 
defeated the Giants, four games to 
two, the same power of attack 
which had overwhelmed their 
American League opposition all 
season managed to break through 
the proven strength of the Giants’ 
‘pitching staff to set some new world 
series records. 
The annual all-star game in Bos- 
ton July 7 was a clean-cut National 
League triumph, but of course the 
Yankees’ victory in the climactic 
inter-league contest more than 
squared the score for the year, 
Predicts a Bright Year.

FOOD STORAGE JARS DUG UP 
AT SITE OF ANCIENT TROY 


Archeologist Suggests Possibility 
They Were Used During Long 
Siege by Greeks. 
CINCINNATI, Dec. 28.—Dr. Carl 
W. Blegen, professor of classical 
archeology at the University of 
Cincinnati and director of an expe- 
dition excavating the ancient site 
of the city of Troy, in Asia Minor, 
reported yesterday on the work 

done during the last year. 

He said there was evidence 
further to justify the belief that 
the Homeric Ilium was the seventh 
city and not the sixth in a series 
of nine on the site of ancient Troy. 

Dr. Blegen said he had found no 
archeological support for the tra- 
dition that the victorious Greek at- 
tackers of Homer’s story. sacked 
the city and put it to the torch 
through the -ruse of the famous 
wooden horse. 

The investigators found beneath 
the floors of most of the houses 
of the seventh city numerous stor- 
age jars. They found as many as 
22 such jars in a single house. 

Those jars could have held the 
enormous stores of food which 
must have been needed to permit 
the Trojan defenders to withstand 
the long siege by the Greeks 
chronicled in the liad. Traces of 
wheat and other cereals were found 
in some of the jars, each nearly six

Born at Schleswig, April 22, 1866, 
Seeckt was the son of a’ soldier 
who became a General of infantry. 
The son entered the army as cornet 
in the Alexander Grenadiers of Ber- 
lin, one of the crack regiments of 
the guards, He received his com- 
mission as Lieutenant in 1887. 


Assigned to the general staff in 
1904, he continued active with it, 
with the exception of a few 
transitory assignments, until the 
World War. By his’ successes 
in that conflict he was promoted 
to the rank of Major-General. In 
1917 he was in command of the 
Turkish forces, with which he con- 
tinued until the end.of the war. 


At the outbreak of the World 
War, Seeckt was chief of staff of 
the Third Army Corps. His 
first important success in the war 
was achieved at Soissons, where 
by a clever disposition of reserves 
he managed to deceive the French 
as to the point of the German’s 
main offensive. The German vic- 
tory there was attributed to 
Seeckt’s tactics. 


As chief of staff of Gen. von 
Mackensen’s army he planned and 
carried out the ,offensive at Gor- 
lice-Tarnow on the German east 
front up to the taking of Brest- 
Litovsk. For that he was decorat- 
ed with the order Pour-le-Merite. 


After the revolution, which 
changed Germany from an empire 
to a republic, Seeckt was appoint- 
ed chief of staff of the northeast- 
ern army in the defense of the bor- 
der. 
Ministry of Defense as military ad- 
viser, later to become chief of the 
republican army of defense. 

In the latter position he succeed- 
ed in forming, within the limita- 
tions imposed by the Treaty ef Ver- 
sailles, the small but highly effi- 
cient German army.

Monroe’s message to Congress which, 113 years ago, gation and debate.

As a result of the Inter-American Peace Confer- 
ence at Buenos Aires, the Monroe Doctrine again has 
been in the spotlight. This time, it is under conditions 
far different from those attending its original utter- 
ance. The Latin American republics in 1823 had 
just won their independence. The Holy Alliance, 
composed of Russia, Prussia and Austria, had been 
formed to take the field against democratic institu- 
tions. It was feared that efforts would be made to re- 
conquer Spain’s lost provinces. Britain opposed the 
Holy Alliance, and urged the United States to join 
in a declaration against its objective. But Monroe 
preferred to steer an independent course, and laid 
down his doctrine as a purely American concept. 

The declaration at first was enthusiastically sup- 
ported not only in this country but among the new 
Latin republics. As years passed, however, new inter- 
pretations made of it a vehicle for exploitation and 
aggression by the United States., Polk cited it in 
connection with the war with Mexico.. It was the 
excuse for dozens of American expeditions to punish, 
to collect debts and to settle disturbances in neigh- 
boring countries. 

Typifying the impression that the Monroe Doctrine 
meant imperialism was the frank statement in 1895 
by Richard Olney, Secretary of State under Cleve- 
land, at the time of the British controversy with | 
Venezuela. Olney said: 

Today the United States is practically sovereign 
on this continent, and its fiat is law upon the 
subjects to which it confines its interposition. 
Theodore Roosevelt regarded the doctrine as con- 
ferring authority to intervene in other nations’ 
affairs. In his message to Congress in 1904, he said: 


Adherence of the United States to the Monroe 
Doctrine may force the United States, however 
reluctantly, in flagrant cases of ... wrongdoing 
or impotence, to the exercise of an international 


police power. 
How the doctrine became the shield for “dollar 


diplomacy” was explained in a statement by President 


Taft: 

It is obvious that the Monroe Doctrine is more 
vital in the neighborhood of the Panama Canal 
and the zone of the Caribbean than anywhere 
else. ... It is therefore essential that the coun- 
tries within that sphere shall be removed from 
the jeopardy involved by heavy foreign debt and 
chaotic national finances and from the ever- 
present danger of international complications due 
to disorder at home.

We have 
been fairly successful in eliminating 
smoke from the large boiler plants, but 
owing to the growth of the city and the 
increase in the price of anthracite coal, 
conditions have become worse rather than 


better.

clede gas light plant, either by purchase 
or by condemnation proceedings, enlarge 
it and sell coke and gas to small users 
at whatever price may be necessary to 
compete with that of soft coal. I would 
expect an operating loss, and $20,000,000 
in addition to original cost might prop- 
erly be devoted to the experiment. 

The annual damage due to smoke has 
been estimated to be from $15,000,000 to 
$20,000,000. The city could well afford to 
adopt the project herein suggested and 
carry it along to*completion if results 
warranted, or it could revert at any time 
to the policy of operating a self-support- 
ing gas plant. 

The greatest danger in operating a mu- 
nicipal plant is, of course, the possibility 
of mismanagement by the authorities. But 
we should remember that we have (with 
perhaps a few regrettable lapses) been 
able to operate our waterworks with sat- 
isfactory results. 

The duty of the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
is to furnish gas to the citizens at rates 
approved by the Public Service Commis- 
sion, and to make the best possible profit 
for its stockholders. It is not justified in 
spending the stockholders’ money for 

smoke abatement. The duty of the city 
would be to sell gas and coke at whatever 
price might be necessary to compete with 
soft coal.

A Patented Peach. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OU have published a request from Guy 
Trail calling for a better peach for 

Missouri. I am writing to inform Mr. 

Trail that such a peach has been propa- 

gated and will be available in limited 

quantities for planting next spring. 

This new peach is called the Hardee, 
and was granted United States Plant Pat- 
ent No. 120, on the proved claim of 
cold-resistance. This was the _ sixth 
peach to be patented and the: first and only 
peach granted a patent for cold-resist- 
ant qualities. The patent was issued Jan. 
15, 1935, to Don S. Byers of Clyde, O., 
after the trees had been tested over a 
period of years at the Ohio State Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station a: Wooster, O. 
The trees bore a full crop there after the 
severe winter of 1933-34, when official 
temperatures of 18 degrees below zero 
were recorded. 

The Hardee is a yellow, free-stone 
peach. It ripens with the Elberta, and a 
little later. The flavor and the texture of 

e fruit are far superior to those of the 
Elberta. It is highly colored, is an excel- 
lent shipper and is very good for canning. 
In addition to these characteristics of a 
good commercial peach, it has the all- 
important hardiness of bud and wood to 

- enable the tree to withstand low temper- 
og and produce a crop when others 
ail. 

Leading nurserymen have been licensed 
by the discoverer to disseminate this new 
variety. It is expected that the Hardee 
will remove many of the hazards of the 
peach industry. A. D. BYERS.

The political system of the Allied Powers 
is essentially different in this respect from 
that of America. This difference proceeds 
from that which exists in their respective 
governments; and to the defense of our own, 
which has been achieved by the loss of so 
much blood and treasure, and matured by 
the wisdom of their most enlightened citi- 
zens, and under which we have enjoyed un- 
a felicity, this whole nation is de- 


of any European Power, we have not inter- 
fered and shall not interfere. But with the 
governments who have declared their inde- 
pendence and maintained it, and whose in- 
dependence we have, on great consideration 
and on just principles, acknowledged, we 
could not view any interposition for the 
purpose of oppress them, or controlling in 
any other manner their destiny, by an Eu- 
ropean Power, in any other light than as the 
manifestation of an unfriendly disposition 
toward the United States. 

In the war between those new govern- 
ments and Spain, we declared our neutrality 
at the time of their recognition, and to this 
we have adhered, and shall continue to ad- 
here, provided no change shall occur which, 
in the judgment of the competent authorities 
of this Government, shall make a corre- 
sponding change on the part of the United 
States indispensable to their security. 

The late events in Spain and Portugal 
shew that Europe is still unsettled. Of this 
important fact no stronger proof can be ad- 
duced than that the Allied Powers should 
have thought it proper, on any principle 
satisfactory to themselves, to have inter- 
posed by force in ‘the internal concerns of 
Spain. 

To what extent such interposition may 
be carried, on the same principle, is a 
question in which all independent Powers 
whose governments differ from theirs are 
interested, even those most remote, and sure- 
ly none more so than the United States.

Our policy in regard to Europe, which was 
adopted at an early stage of the wars which 
have so long agitated that quarter of the 
globe, nevertheless remains the same, which 
is, not to interfere in the internal concerns 
of any of its powers; to consider the gov- 
ernment de facto as the legitimate govern- 
ment for us; to cultivate friendly relations 
with it, and to preserve those relations by a 
frank, firm and manly policy, meeting in all 
instances the just claims of every Power, 
submitting to injuries from none. 

But in regard to those continents, circum- 
stances are eminently and conspicuously dif- 
ferent. It is impossible that the Allied 
Powers should extend their political system 
to any portion of either continent without 
endangering our peace and happiness; nor 
can anyone believe that. our: Southern 
brethren, if left to themselves, would adopt 
it of thelr own accord. It is equally im- 
possible, thorefore, that we should behold 
such interposition in any form with indiffer- 
ence, 

If we look to the comparative strength and 
resources of Spain and those new govern- 
ments, and their distance from each other, it 
must be obvious that she cah never subdue 
them. It is still the true policy of the Unit- 
ed States to leave the parties to themselves, 
in the hope that other Powers will pursue 
the same course. ;

But his account 
of their state of mind is most ex- 
traordinary. They regard Marriner 
s Eccles, for example, as having 
“en Old Guard attitude,” and Mr. 
allen informs us that if the Presi- 
dent adopts Mr. Eccles’ views on 
monetary and fiscal questions, the 
jiberals will not only resign, but 
may see to it that the President 
‘s “the subject of open attack on 
the floor of Congress soon after it 
convenes.” 

Thus, if Mr. Allen is reporting 
the situation correctly, these lib- 
eral lieutenants have already in- 
spired a public attack against 
their chief in the columns of one 
of Mr. Roosevelt's strongest news- 
paper supporters, and are threat- 
ening an intrigue in Congress 
against him if he does not accede 
to their demands. 

Either Mr. Allen has done a 
great injustice to the liberal lieu- 
tenants or the liberal lieutenants, 
acting anonymously through the 
press and through Congress, have 
a remarkably meager idea of the 
elementary obligations of loyalty. 
For, by the ordinary rules of con- 
duct, a political subordinate who 
anonymously inspires an attack in 
the press or lobbies in Congress 
against his chief would be eligible 
for summary removal from his job. 


Mr. Allen does not profess, it 
should be noted, to be speaking 
for himself as a critical commen- 
tator, but to be speaking as a re- 
porter presenting the views of the 
President’s “liberal associates ... 
the young men holding second- 
string posts with small salaries,” 
who have been “carrying the real 
burden of the administration and 
supplying it with verve and 
morale.” They have, he says, “tab- 
ulated” the record since the elec- 
tion and they find only “a def- 
initely conservative trend.” 


Assuming that Mr. Allen is a 
faithful reporter, it is interesting 
to examine this tabulated record. 
There are six specific complaints 
against the President. Two of them 
are political, one deals with the 
TVA and the other three with the 
attempt to reverse the spending 
policy and to check inflation. The 
liberal lieutenants, says Mr. Allen, 
are aroused because the President 
is not planning to remake his Cab- 
inet and because he has refused to 
take a hand.in the fight over the 
leadership of the House. 


We need not dwell on these two 
complaints, though it does seem 
rather strange for second-string 
men in administrative posts to be 
using the newspapers to demand 
the heads of members of the Cab- 
inet and to be intervening in the 
choice of a leader of the House of 
Representatives. 


The third grievance is that the 
President “has given courage to 
the utility-inspired scheme of a pub- 
lie and private pool of power in the 
Tennessee Velley.” The scheme 
may be good or bad, but the fact 
is that it was broached before elec- 
tion, and it is a curious complaint 
that the President has not inter- 
preted his victory as a mandate to 
repudiate his own proposal for 
peace in the Tennessee Valley. 


But the other three complaints 
are the most significant as a dis- 
closure of what “liberals” are sup- 
posed to regard as liberalism. The 
President is attacked for proposing 
to reduce the cost, of relief after 
February from approximately $160,- 
000,000 a month to about $100,- 
000,000 a month.

Mr. Allen says that the liberal 
lieutenants regard this as “a def- 
initely deflationary policy.”

It is a policy which, if 
carried out, would cause such a 
vicious rise in the cost of living 
that every wage, every social-secur- 
ity benefit, every bank deposit, sav- 
ings account and insurance policy 
would automatically be drastically 
reduced in value. 

It is a policy which would justify 
the scares promoted by the Repub- 
licans in the campaign,.the scares 
which many of those who did not 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt repudiated 
as an unfair reflection upon the 
President’s honor and his sense of 
responsibility. For to'do what Mr. 
Allen says the liberal lieutenants 
want the President to do would be 
to invoke the cruelest disaster that

Sun-Power Steam Engine — 
Uses Thermos Bottle Idea 


Rays Go Through Glass but Vacuum Keeps 
Heat in Boiler in Newest Model by 
Dr. C. G. Abbot. 


By the Associated Press. ' 

ATLANTIC CITY, Dec, 28.—A 
new thermos bottle steam engine, 
of one-sixth horsepower, making 
steam directly. from sunlight, was 
exhibited here yesterday for the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. 


The engine is the fifth made by 
Dr. Charles G. Abbot, secretary of 
the Smithsonian Institution. It is 
the most powerful and efficient he 
has ever made, and probably the 
most practicable sun engine yet 
produced since engineers started 
building them in 1860. 

In this new engine, shown for the 
first time, the steam is made in a 
thermos bottle, a vacuum tube six 
feet long and an inch and a quarter 
wide. This bottle lies cradled at 
the focus of an aluminum mirror 
six feet long, and two feet wide, 
curved like the sides of a boat, as 
have the two previous sun engines 
exhibited by Dr. Abbot. But in the 
previous engines the thermos bottle 
was filled with a black liquid, a 
form of diphenyl, which absorbed 
the heat reflected from the mirror 
and carried it to a water boiler, 
there to make steam. 

Steam Made Directly. 

In the new power unit there is no 
black liquid. The stzam is made 
directly, inside the thermos bottle. 

The bottle is really three tubes, 
one inside the other. The outer 
tube is pyrex, through which the 
sun’s rays pass. This space is a 
vacuum. 

The rays fall on an inner tube of 


with lamp black, to absorb the heat, 


metal, one-half inch thick, coated. 


' 


Inside the black tube is another, 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter, 
which carries water into the black 
tube. The water turns into steam 
as it flows through the tube. At 
the end of its journey it emerges 
around a bend into the black inner 
tube, to flow as steam, getting hot- 
ter all the time, back to the bottom 
of the thermos bottle and from 
there directly into a steam engine. 

Full Steam in Five Minutes. . 

This engine will get up full power 
in about five minutes, Dr. Abbott 
said, against two hours for “power” 
from the previous model. The 
mirror turns by clockwork to follow 
the sun; the thermos bottle steam 
boiler remains stationary. This de- 
vice, Dr. Abbot estimated, would 
cost possibly one-third less than the 
former engine, the cost of which 
was estimated at between $100 and 
$200, depending on the number 
manufactured, 

“T am not trying to build a sun 
engine to be used,” Dr. Abbot said, 
“but to set up the principles by 
which sun power can be used when- 
ever industry finds a place for 
agg 

The new engine owes much of its 
efficiency to new materials which 
haye come into use since 1913 when 
the Eastern Sunpower, Ltd., set up 
mirrors on a half-acre in Egypt to 
collect sun-power to pump the Nile 
waters. The World War interfered. 

The aluminum mirrors, more ef- 
ficient catchers of sun rays than 
anything else, were developed since 
then. Dr. Abbot said the engine 
can do ranch and farm jobs which 
are intermittent. It can store elec- 
tric power by running a dynamo 
when the sun shines.

RULED BY HIGH PRIESTESS 


Pennsylvania Scientist Says Rho- 
desian Natives Regard Her as 
Both Human and Divine. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.--Speak- 
ing at the annual meeting of the So- 
ciety of American Anthropologists 
today, Dr. H. Wieschhoff of the 
University of Pennsylvania, told of 
a Negro tribe in Southeastern Afri- 
ca that is ruled by a high priestess, 
acting through a King to whom 
she transmits all orders and deci- 
sions, 

Existence of such a priestess, he 
said, was evident from the customs 
of the people and other informa- 
tion which he gathered while exca- 
vating ancient ruins in Southern 
Rhodesia. On several dccasions, he 
said, he attempted to reach the 
mountain on which the woman was 
reported to dwell, hut always was 
repulsed—sometimes with consid- 
erable force. 

She is regarded by her subjects 
as both human and divine, he said. 
All important business of the tribe 
is referred to her by the King, 
through a messenger, the only per- 
son allowed to see her, Dr. Wiesch- 
hoff said.

As so often happens, the very 
questionableness of East’s opening 
bid was responsible for South’s 
downfall. Considering that East 
had no biddable suit, his two and 
one-half plus honor tricks war- 
ranted nothing more than a pass, 
but, paradoxically enough, there are | 
times when the worst bids get the | 
best results. South’s two no trump 
overcall really was fairly conserva- 
tive. He hardly could dream that | 
he would not even get on lead.

Coming down to two cards, de- 
clarer had to give up his last dia- 
mond or unguard the king of 
hearts. Whichever he did was un- 
important; he could not win a sin- 
gie trick against vigilant defense! 


It cannot be denied that punish- 
ment at bridge sometimes is out of 
all proportion to the offense. 
South’s bid certainly had not been 
so bad that he should have to pay 
a 2300-point penalty. Possibly cau- 
tion should have dictated a runout 
when two no trump was doubled, 
but on the other hand South had 
reason to believe that he had a 
good chance to go game in the 
contract.

That contact with Princeton’s

Modjeska’s and Annie Pixley’s autographs 
are respectively $1.50 and $5, a sweet in- 
dication of the preferences and critical 
values of the elect in the way of actresses. 
And while the quotation on the signature 
of Ellen Terry is only $2, the price asked 
for that of Mrs. Pat Campbell is $3.25, 
which is analogously like asking more 
for a share of stock in a defunct gold 
mine than for one in American Tel. and 
Tel. The kid collectors, on the other 
hand, value Katherine Cornell's auto- 
graph at 50 cents and Eva Le Galliene’s 
at 10, and they demand three times more 
for Helen Hayes than for Eugenie Leon- 
tovich’s, which implies, whether they 
know it or not, that they are rather 


better critics than their professedly 


sharper minded elders. 


Consider the latter’s taste and judg- 
ment in other directions. According to 
the catalogued price lists, they regard 
Palmer Cox, creator of the “Brownies,” 
worth $1 more as an artist than Millais 
(the prices are $5 and $4 respectively); 
Frances Hodgson Burnett, author of “Lit- 
tle Lord Fauntleroy,” worth $1.50 more as 
a literary genius than William Dean How- 
ells ($3.50 vs. $2); Victor Hugo worth $10 
less than James Whitcomb Riley ($7.50 
vs. $17.50), and Leonard Merrick 50 cents 
more precious than John Ruskin ($3.50 vs. 
$3). The autograph-collecting youngsters 
exchange autographs among themselves, 
they tell me, at the rate of $1 for Sinclair 
Lewis as against 25 cents for Edna Fer- 
ber, 75 cents for Ellen Glasgow as against 


10 cents for Faith Baldwin, and six Wil- 
liam Lyon Phelpses for one Theodore 
Dreiser. The superior taste and judgment 
of the much maligned sidewalk-infesting 
brats is obvious. 

The preferences of the older and more 
sedate collectors are generally, as a 
matter of pure statistical record, a 
lot more comical than those of the kids. 
Upton Sinclair seems to the collecting 
elect to be worth $10 and Mark Twain 
only $4—and two of Mark’s autographs 
at that, for the one price. Gen. Phil Sher- 
idan, one of the heroes of the Civil War, 
is appraised at a mere couple of smacks, 
while Drake De Kay, a Union General 
about whom few persons have ever heard, 
is considered a hot bargain at four simo- 
leons and a half. In the way of college 
presidents, Eliphalet Nott, quondam head 
of Union College, is worth $1 more than 
Theodore D. Woolsey, once president of 


Yale, $1.50 more than James Mather, | 


once president of Harvard, twice as much 
more than H. T. Durant, founder of 
Wellesley, and more than merely twice as 
much more than Mark Hopkins, erst- 
while president of Williams. Mary Gar- 
den brings $1, which is the same value 
placed upon J. H. Rainey, a former col- 
ored member of Congress. Grover Cleve; 
land is estimated at being less than one- 
third as precious as Calvin Coolidge, and 
Chester A. Arthur is worth $7.50; only a 
little less than Thomas Jefferson. Martin 
Van Buren is considered a big bargain 
at $5 and Warren Gamaliel Harding an 


‘even bigger one at+$15, whereas James 


Madison goes begging at $4 and Ulysses 
S. Grant at $6. 

But the humor doesn’t stop here. G. M. 
Dallas, Vice-President under Polk, is 
esteemed at $17.50, whereas you can get 
James Monroe, Franklin Pierce, Andrew 
Johnson, James A. Garfield, James Bu- 
chanan, John Quincy Adams, Millard Fill- 
more and several other American Presi- 
dents for less than one-fourth that 
amount. Charles VI, Emperor of the Holy 
Roman Empire, is worth $4, which puts 
him on an equal price level with Joseph 
Hergesheimer. John Hancock, signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, is quot- 
ed at the same figure as Al Smith. Alex- 
ander Dumas is worth a couple of dollars 
less than Ezro Pound ($4 vs. $6). Swin- 
burne is rated at the same figure as Sara 
Teasdale, and Abraham Lincoln seems to 
be worth only as much as W. H. Taft.

Hydrophobia 
Most Fatal 
Of Infections 


Death Rate 100 Per Cent, but 
Preventive Treatment Les 


sens Danger. 
By Dr. M. G. Seelig 


F all the surgical infections, 
(Qpeyeropnobia is the most fatal. 
The proof of this statement lies 

in the fact that the death rate of 
this disease is 100 per cent. There 
are on record a few instances of 
supposed recovery, but authorities 
agree that the patients who recov- 
ered were, in all probability, suf- 
fering from hysteria rather than 
from hydrophobia. Even worse 
than the high morality rate is the 
appallingly tragic nature of the 
symptoms. I do not set them down 
here because I can see no good 
reason for terrifying my readers, 
There are, however, certain fun- 
damental facts about hydrophobia 
or rabies that every layman should 
know. It is, of course, chiefly a 
disease of dogs, but other animals 
may be infected. This applies to 
wolves among the wild animals and 
to cats among the domesticated 


posed to be a virus and is trans- 
mitted through the saliva of the 
sick brute. It is particularly im- 
portant to know that it is not nec- 
essary to be bitten by an infected 
animal in order to be inoculated 
with the disease. A rabid dog can 
infect his master merely by licking 
his hands, provided there are tiny 
abrasions on the hands. It is com- 
forting to know that not every- 
one who is.bitten or licked by a 
mad dog develops the disease. In 
only about 15 per cent of the in- 
stances is the disease transmitted, 
but since there is no way of de- 
termining in advance. whether or 
not a hydrophobic animal will in- 
fect his victim, it becomes impera- 
tive for everyone who has been 
exposed to the disease to take treat- 
ment. As a general rule, the dis- 
ease never occurs earlier than from 
10 days to two weeks after the. pa- 
tient has been infected. 


The only sure way to know 
whether or not the suspected 
animal is mad, is to cage him and 
have him watched by a competent 
veterinarian. If the animal under 
suspicion has hydrophobia, he-will 
die within three weeks, with char 
acteristic symptoms, If, unfortun- 
ately, the offending animal is killed 
instead of being watched, then his 
body should be sent to a patholog- 
ist, so that the brain may be ex- 
amined for the tell-tale evidence of 
hydrophobia. 

The Pasteur treatment, if admin- 
istered before the disease starts, is 
to a high degree preventive. Once 


nothing, not even the Pasteur treat- 
ment, can modify its fatal course. 
Some of my readers will, almost 
certainly, write to -ask about the 
mad stone treatment; so I shall an- 
ticipate the issue by saying that 
the mad stone is of no more use 
than would be the left hind foot of 
a rabbit killedsin the dark of the 
moon. ;

| driving home the fact that hydro- 


phobia is a disease that can be 
wiped off the map. It was eradi- 
cated from England 40 years ago 
by the enaction and execution of 
simple laws regulating the owner- 
ship and management of dogs, Il- 
lustrating how strictly the law must 
be enforced is the story that, in 
1918, a pet dog suffering from un- 
suspected hydrophobia, was smug- 
gled into Engiand, in violation of 
quarantine laws, with the result 
that there occurred, in Devonshire 
and Cornwall an outbreak of the 
disease that required three years 
to overcome.
